RED  SOX  AFFIRMATIVE  ACTION  POLICY 

The  Red  Sox  will  not  discriminate  against  any  employee  or  applicant  because  of  race,  religion,  color,  sex,  age, 
national  origin,  or  ancestry.  The  Red  Sox  will  take  affirmative  action  to  insure  that  such  individuals  are  treat¬ 
ed  during  their  employment  without  regard  to  race,  religion,  color,  sex,  age,  national  origin,  or  ancestry.  Such 
action  shall  include  but  not  be  limited  to  the  following:  hiring,  upgrading,  demotion,  transfer,  recruitment, 
layoff,  rates  of  pay,  all  other  forms  of  compensation,  and  selection  for  training. 

Personnel  procedures  and  practices  with  regard  to  training,  promotion,  transfer,  compensation,  demotion, 
layoff,  or  termination  are  to  be  administered  with  due  regard  to  job  performance,  experience  and  qualifica¬ 
tions,  but  without  discrimination  because  of  race,  color,  religion,  sex,  age,  national  origin  or  ancestry. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  Red  Sox  that,  in  the  process  of  recruitement  for  and  appointment  to  the  work  force, 
qualified  minority  group  candidates  will  be  encouraged  to  apply. 

The  Red  Sox  will  not  discriminate  against  any  rehabilitated  employee  or  applicant  because  of  previous 
psychiatric  treatment  and/ or  confinement  in  a  mental  health  facility.  Employment  will  not  be  denied  for  such 
medical  history  unless  there  is  a  bonafide  occupational  qualification  which  precludes  employment.  Addition¬ 
ally,  the  Red  Sox  will  not  discriminate  against  any  rehabilitated  employee  or  applicant  for  employment 
because  of  physical  handicap  unless  there  is  a  bonafide  occupational  qualification  which  precludes  employ¬ 
ment. 

The  Red  Sox  will  not  discriminate  against  qualified  minority-owned  vendors  and  suppliers,  including 
suppliers  of  both  professional  and  non-professional  services.  The  Red  Sox  will  request  that  its  vendors  and 
suppliers  submit  assurance  of  their  commitments  to  the  goal  of  equal  employment  opportunity.  The  Red  Sox 
will  not  discriminate  in  the  leasing  of  commercial  space. 

Any  Red  Sox  employee  judged  to  be  in  willful  and  deliberate  non-compliance  with  this  equal  opportunity 
policy  will  be  subject  to  disciplinary  action. 
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JEAN  R.  YAWKEY  is  chairwoman  of  the  board 
of  directors  of  the  JRY  Corporation,  the  majority  owner 
and  general  partner  of  the  Red  Sox.  The  former  New 
York  fashion  model  succeeded  her  husband,  Tom,  after 
his  death  in  1976. 

Tom  Yawkey  was  the  sole  owner  of  the  team  for  44 
seasons,  longer  than  any  one  owner  in  baseball  history.  He  transformed  the  Red  Sox  from  one  of 
baseball's  weakest  franchises  to  among  the  healthiest,  and  left  behind  a  New  England  tradition. 

In  addition  to  attending  virtually  every  home  game,  Mrs.  Yawkey  actively  participates  along 
with  other  JRY  Corporation  officers  in  management  issues  involving  the  club. 

Mrs.  Yawkey  has  long  been  associated  with  New  England's  Jimmy  Fund/Dana-Farber 
Cancer  Institute,  formerly  chairwoman  of  the  board  and  now  a  trustee.  She  helped  establish  the 
Family  Inn  in  Brookline,  MA,  a  temporary  home  for  families  of  patients  undergoing  transplant 
surgery  in  Boston  area  hospitals.  She  is  also  a  trustee  of  the  Yawkey  Foundation,  which  supports 
the  40,000-acre  Tom  Yawkey  Wildlife  Center,  willed  by  Mr.  Yawkey  to  the  state  of  South 
Carolina.  Mrs.  Yawkey  and  the  Yawkey  Foundation  have  established  endowment  funds  at 
several  educational  institutions  to  provide  minority  students  and  others  with  scholarship  aid. 
Mrs.  Yawkey  and  the  Yawkey  Foundation  also  support  numerous  humanitarian,  cultural,  and 
athletic  activities,  including  the  Boys  &  Girls  Clubs  of  Boston,  Boston  Park  League  Baseball,  The 
New  England  Sports  Museum,  and  the  Boston  Pops  and  Symphony  Orchestras. 

Mrs.  Yawkey  is  a  director  of  the  National  Baseball  Hall  of  Fame  and  Museum.  She  holds  the 
distinction  of  being  the  first  woman  ever  elected  to  serve  on  the  board  of  that  baseball  shrine. 

HAYWOOD  C.  SULLIVAN  has  been  a  general  partner  in  the  ownership  of  the  Red 
Sox  since  May  1978.  He  is  a  Boston  baseball  success  story  —  a  one-time  reserve  catcher  who  rose 
from  the  dugout  to  team  ownership. 

A  top  pro  prospect  as  both  a  quarterback  and  a  catcher,  Sullivan  signed  with  the  Red  Sox  on 
June  15, 1952.  The  Sox  outbid  the  Yankees,  among  other  teams.  The  6-4,  210-pounder,  plagued 
by  chronic  back  problems,  played  in  only  60  games  over  parts  of  four  seasons  for  the  Red  Sox 
before  being  dealt  to  the  Kansas  City  A's,  where  he  appeared  in  252  games  from  1961-63  before 
retiring  to  manage  in  the  minors.  Two  seasons  later,  in  1965,  he  was  back  with  the  A's  as  their 
manager,  leaving  at  year's  end  to  rejoin  the  Red  Sox  as  vice  president  in  charge  of  player 
personnel.  Within  a  year,  on  the  heels  of  eight  sub-.500  seasons,  the  Red  Sox  became  contenders. 
And  so  they  have  remained  under  Sullivan's  leadership. 

Sullivan  is  a  member  of  the  major  leagues'  Restructuring  Committee  and  Long-Range 
Planning  Committee.  He  was  elected  in  1988  to  his  second  four-year  term  on  the  Major  League 
Executive  Council,  and  is  also  a  trustee  of  the  Jimmy  Fund. 

LOU  GORMAN  is  running  the  Red  Sox'  baseball  operations  for  the  seventh  year.  He  was 
promoted  to  senior  vice  president  and  general  manager  October  16, 1987.  In 
December  1988  Gorman  signed  a  four-year  extension  of  his  contract  that 
began  February  1, 1989.  Lou  came  to  the  club  from  the  New  York  Mets  in 
February  1984  as  vice  president  and  director  of  baseball  operations,  and  was 
promoted  to  vice  president  and  general  manager  that  June.  He  handles  all 
matters  relating  to  the  operation  of  the  major  league  club  on  the  field,  and 
holds  the  overall  responsibility  for  the  procurement  and  development  of 
player  talent. 

Coming  to  Boston  was  a  return  to  his  roots  for  Gorman,  who  grew  up  in 
Providence,  Rhode  Island  as  a  "dyed  in  the  wool"  Red  Sox  fan.  Lou 
graduated  from  LaSalle  Academy  in  Providence  and  Stonehill  College  in 
North  Easton,  Massachusetts. 

Gorman  began  his  major  league  career  as  the  assistant  farm  and  scouting 
director  for  the  Baltimore  Orioles,  after  having  served  an  apprenticeship  in 
the  minors  as  general  manager  at  Lakeland  in  the  Florida  State  League,  and 
Kinston,  NC,  in  the  Carolina  League.  In  1985,  he  was  inducted  into  the 
Kinston  Sports  Hall  of  Fame.  Gorman  spent  time  in  various  managerial 
positions  with  Baltimore,  Kansas  City,  Seattle,  and  the  New  York  Mets  before 
coming  to  the  Red  Sox. 

Lou  serves  on  the  Major  League  Amateur  Study  Committee,  the  Major 
League  College  and  High  School  Committee,  and  is  a  member  of  the  board  of 
directors  of  the  Major  League  Scouting  Bureau.  He  is  also  on  the  board  of 
visitors  of  Massachusetts  Maritime  Academy,  and  the  Science/Management 
Council  at  Bridgewater  State  College.

BILL  FISCHER  •  PITCHING  COACH 
Bill  Fischer  is  in  his  sixth  season  as  the  Red  Sox'  pitching  coach.  Under  his 
tutelage,  the  Sox  have  ranked  among  the  league  leaders  in  most  strikeouts 
and  least  walks.  In  his  playing  days,  Fischer  was  known  for  throwing 
strikes.  He  holds  the  major  league  record  for  most  consecutive  innings  (84 
1/3)  without  giving  up  a  walk,  a  mark  achieved  while  playing  with  the 
Kansas  City  A's  in  1962.  He  also  pitched  for  the  White  Sox,  Tigers,  Wash¬ 
ington  Senators,  and  Twins. 

RICHIE  HEBNER  •  HITTING  INSTRUCTOR 

Norwood,  MA,  native  Richie  Hebner  enters  his  sophomore  season  as 
Boston's  hitting  instructor.  Hebner  was  the  Pittsburgh  Pirates'  No.  1  draft 
choice  in  1966  out  of  Norwood  High  School.  Over  the  course  of  an  18-year 
major  league  career  (1968-85)  with  the  Pirates,  Phillies,  Mets,  Tigers,  and 
Cubs,  Hebner  compiled  a  .276  career  batting  average  —  including  four 
seasons  over  .300  —  and  hit  203  home  runs. 

A  L  BUMBRY  •  FIRST  BASE  COACH 

A1  Bumbry  is  in  his  third  season  as  the  Sox'  first  base  coach.  He  had  previ¬ 
ously  spent  two  years  (1986-87)  as  the  Sox'  minor  league  outfield  and 
baserunning  coach,  and  is  well  qualified  in  those  areas,  having  spent  16 
years  in  a  Baltimore  Orioles  system  renowned  for  stressing  baseball  fun¬ 
damentals.  Bumbry  was  the  1973  American  League  Rookie  of  the  Year 
when  he  batted  .337,  stole  23  bases,  and  led  the  league  in  triples  with  11. 


In  his  13-year  major  league  career,  Bumbry  stole  a  total  of  254  bases  for 
Baltimore  and  San  Diego  and  holds  the  Orioles'  career  stolen  base  record 
with  252.  He  was  inducted  into  the  Orioles  Hall  of  Fame  in  1987. 

RAC  SLIDER  •  THIRD  BASE  COACH 

Rac  Slider  returns  to  the  Sox  for  his  second  full  season  as  third  base  coach. 
A  member  of  the  organization  for  28  years.  Slider  joined  the  Sox  as  a 
minor  league  player  in  1962,  and  played  for  two  more  years  before 
embarking  on  his  managerial  career  in  1965.  He  was  Manager  of  the  Year 
in  1970  and  1979  for  the  Sox'  pennant- winning  Greenville  and  Winter 
Haven  affiliates.  In  1983,  Slider  led  New  Britain  to  the  Eastern  League 
playoff  championship.  He  went  on  to  manage  Pawtucket  in  1985,  and 
spent  1986  as  a  roving  minor  league  instructor. 

DICK  B  E  R  A  R  D I N  0  •  BULLPEN  COACH 

Dick  Berardino  became  Boston's  bullpen  coach  last  season.  The  Mas¬ 
sachusetts  native  graduated  from  Watertown  High  School  and  Holy  Cross 
College,  where  he  played  football  and  baseball.  He  signed  with  the  Yan¬ 
kees  out  of  college  and  spent  eight  years  as  a  minor  league  outfielder. 
Berardino  joined  the  Sox  as  a  coach  at  Jamestown  of  the  New  York-Penn 
League  in  1968,  then  moved  on  to  manage  Williamsport  (1971-72)  and 
Elmira  (1973-85).  After  coaching  at  Pawtucket  in  1986,  he  managed 
Greensboro  in  '87  and,  in  1988,  was  named  Carolina  League  Manager  of 
the  Year  for  leading  Lynchburg  to  the  league  championship  finals.

its  100th  anniversary.  The  cornerstone  of  the  1939  Centennial  was  to  be  the 
creation  of  a  shrine  to  honor  "the  giants  of  the  game."  The  National  Baseball 
Hall  of  Fame  and  Museum  would  be  located  in  upstate  New  York's  Cooper - 
stown,  an  unremarkable  town  but  for  the  widely  accepted  legend  that  this 
rural  settlement  had  been  the  site  of  the  birth  of  modern  baseball. 

The  results  of  the  first  Hall  of  Fame  election,  as  voted  by  members  of  the 
Baseball  Writers  Association  of  America,  were  announced  on  January  29, 
1936.  Among  the  five  charter  inductees  was  George  "Babe"  Ruth,  who  had 
launched  his  stellar  major  league  career  in  1914  as  a  left  handed  pitcher  for 
the  Boston  Red  Sox.  He  was  but  the  first  in  a  long  line  of  Boston  baseball 
greats  who  have  since  taken  their  places  among  the  game's  immortals. 

By  the  time  the  modest  brick  building  opened  its  doors  on  June  12, 1939,  a 
total  of  25  baseball  men  had  been  elected  for  induction.  Three  Red  Sox  — 
Ruth,  Tris  Speaker  and  Cy  Young  —  were  among  that  group. 

As  the  Hall  of  Fame  celebrated  its  50th  anniversary  in  1989,  Carl  Yas- 
trzemski  (above)  became  the  latest  Red  Sox  to  make  his  mark  on  Cooper- 
stown.  From  The  Babe  through  Yaz,  a  total  of  32  Red  Sox  alumni  —  players, 
executives  and  managers  —  have  traveled  their  own  roads  of  destiny  ...

ost  visitors  to  the  Hall  of  Fame  begin  their 
journey  years  before  they  actually  arrive,  for  they  come 
to  honor  the  heroes  of  their  youth."  So  states  Roger 
Angell  in  the  Hall  of  Fame's  50th  Anniversary  Yearbook 
Many  of  Cooperstown's  Red  Sox  heroes  are  instantly 
recognizable  to  Boston  fans,  having  spent  the  primes 
of  their  baseball  careers  with  the  hometown  team. 
Others,  having  gained  their  greater  measure  of  celebrity 
with  other  clubs,  are  less  well  known  in  the 
Boston  area. 

Of  all  the  Red  Sox  players  enshrined  at  Cooperstown, 
Ted  Williams  and  Carl  Yastrzemski  are  certainly  the 


most  honored  by  modern  generations  of  Sox  fans.  Per¬ 
sonal  effects  such  as  their  playing  gear  (shown  above) 
are  housed  in  the  Museum  and  rekindle  our  fondest 
youthful  memories. 

But  the  lasting  images  which  most  visitors 
^  take  home  are  found  in  the  Hall  of  Fame  Gallery, 
where  the  bronze  plaques  representing  more  than 
j'  200  baseball  "giants"  hang  in  a  chapel-like  setting. 
It  is  in  these  alcoves  that  the  game,  the  players, 
and  our  passion  are  put  into  harmonious 
perspective.

the  outfield  prospects  of  Williams  or  Yastrzemski  in 
left,  Harry  Hooper  or  Ruth  (in  between  starts)  in  right 
and  Speaker  in  center; 

and,  with  defensive  gem  Rick  Ferrell  behind  the 
r  ^  plate,  the  club  on  paper  just  might  be  unbeatable.

OFTHEf  AV  M  W  R  K  0  •  Red  Sox  fans  will  hear  a  new  voice  on 

their  radios  this  summer  as  play-by-play  announcer 
Bob  Starr  teams  up  with  Joe  Castiglione  in  the 
^  WRKO  broadcast  booth.  Starr  takes  over  the  mike 
from  veteran  Sox  announcer  Ken  Coleman,  who  retired  last  fall. 

Castiglione,  a  native  of  Hamden,  Connecticut,  began  his  major  league 
broadcasting  career  in  1979  in  Cleveland,  and  became  the  Indians'  backup 
radio  man  the  next  year.  He  did  TV  play-by-play  for  the  Milwaukee  Brewers 
in  1981  and  the  Indians  in  1982  before  coming  to  the  Red  Sox,  where  he  enters 
his  eighth  season  in  1990. 

Starr's  broadcasting  career  spans  over  30  years  of  radio  and  television  work,  including  college  football 
and  basketball  play-by-play,  as  well  as  NFL  football.  He  has  called  the  action  for  the  St.  Louis  football 
Cardinals,  the  New  England  Patriots,  the  San  Francisco  49ers,  and  the  Los  Angeles  Rams.  His  Major 
League  Baseball  affiliation  includes  play-by-play  for  the  San  Francisco  Giants,  the  St.  Louis  baseball  Car¬ 
dinals  and,  most  recently,  eight  years  in  the  KTLA  TV  booth  calling  the  Cali¬ 
fornia  Angels'  games. 

N  E  S  N  •  Former  major  league  second  baseman  Jerry  Remy  and  veteran 
broadcaster  Ned  Martin  return  for  their  third  season  together.  Remy,  the  duo's 
color  analyst,  is  originally  from  Fall  River,  Massachusetts.  He  played  for  the 
Red  Sox  from  1978  through  1985,  his  best  year  coming  in  '78  when  he  batted 
.278,  scored  87  runs,  and  stole  30  bases.  Along  the  way,  he  posted  a  career- 
high  19-game  hitting  streak  and  was  chosen  to  the  All-Star  team.  Remy  com¬ 
piled  a  .275  lifetime  average  during  his  eight  years  with  Boston  before  a  nag¬ 
ging  knee  injury  precipitated  his  retirement  during  spring  training  of  1986. 

Martin  enters  his  30th  Red  Sox  season  in  1990.  His  is  the  second-longest  broadcasting  tenure  with  one 
team  (behind  Ernie  Harwell  of  the  Tigers).  In  1961,  after  broadcasting  minor  league  games  for  five  years, 
Martin  joined  Curt  Gowdy  on  Boston  radio.  He  moved  to  TV38  in  1979,  and  then  to  NESN  in  1985. 

T  V  3  8  •  Color  analyst  Bob  Montgomery  and  play-by-play  man  Sean  McDonough  team  up  for  their 
third  year  together  announcing  games  for  Channel  38.  This  is  Montgomery's  ninth  year  with  the  station, 
although  his  Red  Sox  ties  stretch  much  farther  back.  He  joined  the  Sox'  minor 
league  system  in  1962,  made  it  to  the  majors  in  1970,  and  was  a  top  defensive 
catcher  in  Boston  until  an  arm  injury  shortened  his  playing  career.  After  retir¬ 
ing  in  1980,  he  did  some  Red  Sox  radio  announcing  and  a  local  radio  talk 
show  before  joining  Ned  Martin  and  TV38  in  1982  as  game  analyst. 

McDonough,  in  his  third  year  as  TV38's  Red  Sox  play-by-play  announcer, 
made  his  broadcasting  debut  on  radio  for  the  Toronto  Blue  Jays'  AAA  team  in 
Syracuse,  New  York,  before  he  came  to  Boston  as  a  sideline  reporter  for  PBS's 
"Ivy  League  Football  Game  of  the  Week."  Since  then,  his  schedule  has  been 
full.  He  has  hosted  NESN's  "Red  Sox  Digest"  and  "Red  Sox  Weekly,"  worked 

as  a  sports  reporter  and  host  of  WHDH  radio's  "Patriots  Football,"  done  play-by-play  for  ESPN's  college 
football,  basketball,  and  soccer  telecasts,  and  hosted  golf  for  USA  cable.  For  the  past  five  years,  Sean  has 
also  announced  NESN's  Hockey  East  telecasts.
